On  April  23-25th,  Central  States  Numismatic 
Society  held  their  annual  show  in  Milwaukee  with 
about  300  dealers,  including  some  really  high- 
powered  names  and  some  really  high-powered 
exhibits.  That  is  one  of  the  advantages  of  big 
shows  --  they  attract  fantastic  exhibits.  Many  of 
them  were  put  out  by  local  folks.  One  of  the  better, 
if  not  the  best,  was  an  exhibit  of  Love  Tokens  in 
gold...  a stunning  exhibit!. 

At  the  CSNS  show,  the  Milwaukee  Numismatic 
Society  held  their  19th  annual  Boy  Scout  Coin 
Collecting  Merit  Badge  Clinic.  Fifty-five  scouts 
attended,  with  all  but  one  earning  their  merit  badge. 
We  hoped  to  have  more  boys  attend,  but  the  Scout 
Headquarters  got  confused  as  to  when  to  cut  off 
registration,  otherwise  about  100  boys  would  have 
participated.

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Have  You  Seen  The 
New  Quarter?

The  new  quarters  have  recently  been  a 
topic  of  discussion  at  many  coin  meetings 
and  shows.  At  one  coin  show  they  were 
advertised  and  sold  at  face  value. 

A series  of  5 quarter-dollars  will  be 
issued  each  year  through  2008,  in  the 
sequence  that  the  states  entered  the  union. 

Delaware  quarters  were  the  first  of  the 
U.S.  Mint’s  “50  States  Quarters 
Program,”  which  will  recognize  all  the 
states  over  a 10-year  period.  Distri- 
bution of  the  Delaware  coin  began  in 
January.  The  reverse  side  of  the 
Delaware  quarter  depicts  Caesar  Rodney 
on  horseback  in  route  to  Philadelphia  to 
cast  the  tie-breaking  vote  in  the  Delaware 
delegation  in  favor  of  independence  in 
1776. 

The  Pennsylvania  coin  went  into 
production  February  22nd.  Some  750 
million  Pennsylvania  quarters  were 
shipped  to  the  Federal  Reserve  for 
distribution  to  financial  institutions  and 
commercial  banks.  While  the  coin  began 


appearing  in  circulation  in  late  March, 
the  Mint  advises  that  it  may  not  be  widely 
available  in  circulation  nationwide  until 
this  summer. 

After  Pennsylvania,  the  remaining  three 
this  year  will  be  New  Jersey,  Georgia  and 
Connecticut.

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Wisconsin  Once  Included 
Iowa,  Minnesota,  Dakotas

Wisconsin  is  a big  place!  It  was  even 
bigger  during  territorial  days. 

The  area  that  would  become  the  state  of 
Wisconsin  started  as  part  of  the  French 
possessions  in  the  New  World.  We  became 
British  after  the  French  and  Indian  War 
of  the  1760s. 

After  the  American  Revolution  drove  the 
British  from  U.S.  Territory,  the 
Northwest  Ordinance  of  1787  was  enacted 
to  provide  guidelines  for  governance  and 
mechanisms  for  future  states  to  enter  the 
Union.  This  method  was  used  because  of 
the  undeveloped  and  wilderness  nature  of 
the  area  covered  by  the  Northwest 
Ordinance  --  present  day  Michigan,  Ohio, 
Indiana,  Illinois  and  Wisconsin. 

By  1800,  we  were  a part  of  Indiana 
Territory,  along  with  present-day 
Indiana  and  Illinois,  the  Northwest 
Territory  making  up  the  other  half  of  the 
vast  area  covered  by  the  Northwest 
Ordinance.  In  1809,  we  became  a part  of 
Illinois  Territory,  basically  modern-day 
Wisconsin  and  Illinois.  By  that  time,  Ohio 
had  become  the  17th  state  in  1803,  and 
Indiana  and  Michigan  had  acquired 
territory  status  — with  boundaries  in 
agreement  with  their  current  dimensions. 

In  1818,  Wisconsin  became  a part  of 
Michigan  Territory,  Indiana  had  entered 


the  Union  in  1816  as  the  19th  state  and 
Illinois  achieved  statehood  in  December  of 
1818,  our  21st  state,  so  it  must  have 
made  sense  to  the  folks  in  Washington  to 
pair  up  the  two  remaining  areas  governed 
under  the  Northwest  Ordinance  that  had 
not  yet  been  admitted  to  the  Union. 

In  1836,  Wisconsin  achieved  territorial 
status  in  its  own  right,  as  Michigan  was 
preparing  to  enter  the  Union  in  1837  as 
the  26th  state.  By  this  time,  however, 
the  Louisiana  Purchase  of  1803  had 
expanded  U.S.  domain  considerably  beyond 
the  bounds  of  the  old  Northwest 
Territories. 

Thus,  to  provide  government  to  these 
newly-developing  areas,  Wisconsin’s 
Territory  was  expanded  to  include  all  of 
what  is  now  present-day  Iowa,  Minnesota 
and  the  Dakotas  west  of  the  Missouri 
River.  There  was  not  a lot  of  population 
and  it  was  possible  to  govern  through 
Wisconsin. 

That  brings  us  to  the  note  illustrating  this 
column.  It’s  from  The  Miners  Bank  of 
DuBuque,  Wisconsin  Territory.  Lead 
mining  had  been  big  business  since  the 
1820s  and  a number  of  miners  were 
firmly  settled  in  the  lead  mining  region. 
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DuBuque  would  remain  a part  of 
Wisconsin  Territory  until  1838,  when 
Iowa  Territory  was  formed. 

The  banknote  was  never  issued,  however, 
as  the  Wisconsin  Territorial  Legislature 
became  angry  because  too  many 
shenanigans  were  going  on  within  the 
three  banks  operating  in  the  territory  at 
the  time,  and  they  revoked  all  the  bank 
charters  they  had  issued,  including  this 
one  to  The  Miners  Bank. 

The  Miners  Bank  would  continue  later  in 
Iowa,  however,  where  it  issued  notes 
under  an  Iowa  Territory  charter. 

Iowa  would  come  into  the  Union  as  the 
29th  state,  two  years  ahead  of  Wisconsin, 
as  Wisconsin  voters  turned  down  several 
proposed  state  constitutions  because  they 
contained  banking  provisions.  Only  when 
a constitution  that  did  not  allow  banking 
was  drafted  would  the  voters  give 
approval  and  finally  enter  the  Union  as 
the  30th  state  in  1848. 

Eventually  we  would  allow  banks,  but  it 
took  a long  time  for  Wisconsin  folks  to 
trust  them  enough  to  let  them  operate.

The  Creamery

Scattered  among  the  many 
tokens  of  the  dairy  state  of 
Wisconsin  are  a few  pieces 
using  a word  that  has  fallen  into  disuse  in 
recent  years...  the  word  is  “Creamery”. 

Even  for  those  of  us  who  can  remember 
the  milkman,  and  home  milk  delivery 
(long  vanished),  and  are  comfortable  now 
to  find  our  dairy  products  at  the 
supermarket,  anything  marked 
“creamery”  is  indeed  an  archaic  bit  of 
memorabilia. 


Once  upon  a time  in  Wisconsin,  before  the 
production  of  cheese  and  butter  had 
become  a major  industry,  nearly  every 
farm  community  had  its  own  creamery  or 
milk  co-op.  This  in  itself  was  a 
significant  evolution  from  the  individual 
marketing  efforts  of  the  immigrant 
farmers  who  settled  the  midwest.  The 
co-op  and  local  creamery  were  a vital 
part  of  making  Wisconsin  the  great  food 
producing  area  it  has  become. 


The  immigrants,  particularly  the 
Scandinavians  and  Dutch, 
brought  along  dairying 
experience  from  their 
native  lands,  and  in  the 
rich  midwest  plains  and 
valleys  found  a land  where 
they  could  prosper. 

As  the  settlers’  herds  of 
cattle  grew,  they  soon  had  a surplus  of 
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milk,  and  the  by-product  butter,  churned 
by  the  industrious  farm  women.  The 
butter  was  turned  into  barter  and 
provided  the  necessities  not  often 
produced  on  the  newly  broken  and  cleared 
land.  However,  the  milk  itself  did  not 
have  much  barter  value,  since  nearly 
every  family  had  a cow  at  this  time. 

When  the  villages  began  to  spring  up,  and 
the  need  for  a central  clearing  market 
became  evident,  farmer  leaders  created 
the  receiving  station,  creamery  and 
cheese  factory,  providing  a local  market 
for  the  farmer’s  surplus.  Here  the 
surplus  milk  could  be  turned  into  a 
distributable  and  much  less  perishable 
commodity. 

Soon  dozens  of  small  creameries  began  to 
compete  for  the  larger  markets  as  the 
cities  sprung  up  and  this  competition 
leeched  out  the  less  efficient  operations. 
Improved  transport  vehicle  and  road 
systems  soon  made  it  possible  to 
consolidate  the  small  survivors  into  a few 
creameries  larger  in  size. 

Dairy  tokens  like  the  one  shown  were  the 
product  of  the  “survivors”  of  the  small 

creamery  and  co-op  era. 
They  were  used 
primarily  to  protect  the 
supply  of  expensive  milk 
bottles,  which  at  that 
time  cost  more  to  produce 
than  the  milk  inside. 

The  dairy  consolidation  period  ran  from 
about  1915  to  the  late  1930s  when 
automation  arrived  around  World  War  II. 


The  family  dairy  lasted  into  the  1950s 
when  the  Wisconsin  milk  laws  with 
sanitary  designations  (grade  A)  and  the 
growth  of  industry  giants  made  dairy 
products  regional  in  nature. 

You  can  still  find  the  little  creameries  on 
the  back  roads  of  rural  Wisconsin.  They 
are  almost  always  located  at  an 
intersecting  road,  and  most  have  long 
since  closed.  They  sit  empty  or  were 
converted  into  storage  sheds  and  a few 
became  residential  dwellings.  In  the  end, 
the  creamery  was  gone,  and  like  the 
locally  owned  neighborhood  grocery  that 
followed,  they  have  disappeared  into  the 
black  hole  of  “big  is  best”  thinking, 
swallowed  by  the  financial  giants  of  the 
food  industry.

In  China  in  the  year  1880,  over  10  million  bricks  of  tea 
were  traded  to  Tibet  annually.  There  were  5 standards 
of  bricks,  with  standards  for  color,  weight  and 
propagation  of  wood  leaf.  Price  depended  on  the 
distance  and  accessibility  of  the  market. 

The  highest  standard  brick  contained  no  wood  and  was 
deep  green  in  color,  weighing  5.5  pounds.  Inferior 
bricks  were  dark  yellow  color  and  weighed  about  2.5 
pounds.  Brick  tea  is  still  used  as  the  currency  of  some 
traders.  It  may  be  consumed  or  used  as  money.

Remember  when  silver  prices  were  at  a 
premium  and  coins  were  often  melted 
down  for  their  silver  content? 


20  years  ago.  Texas  authorities  were 
checking  an  anonymous  tip  they  had 
received  about  the  stolen  silver.  The  old 
case  file  was  pulled  and  documents  were 
sent  to  an  FBI  agent  in  LaCrosse. 


And  some  may  also  recall  June  10,  1981, 
when  103  pieces  of  priceless  silver  were 
stolen  from  Wisconsin’s  historic  Villa 
Louis 

Villa  Louis  is  a home  in  Prairie  du  Chien 
built  in  1873  by  the  widow  and  son  of 
Hercules  Louis  Dousman,  who  made  a 
fortune  as  an  agent  for  John  Jacob  Astor’s 
fur  company  in  Wisconsin’s  early  days. 

Since  the  theft  of  those  valuable  pieces, 
people  have  frequently  asked  Michael 
Douglas,  director  of  the  state  historic 
site,  about  the  missing  silver,  fearful 
that  it  too  had  been  melted  down  and  lost 
forever. 

In  early  March  of  this  year,  Douglas 
reported  that  a portion  of  the  silver  set, 
all  tarnished  and  some  dented,  was  finally 
returned  to  Prairie  du  Chien,  where  it 
belonged. 

Police  Chief,  Mike  King,  came  to  Prairie 
du  Chien  last  year  and  wondered  if  there 
was  any  local  connection  to  an  FBI 
bulletin  about  some  silver  stolen  from  a 
museum  somewhere  in  the  midwest  about 


A suspicious  fire  swept  through  the  Texas 
home  early  in  March,  where  the  silver 
was  kept  and  FBI  officials,  knowing  the 
home’s  connection  to  the  silver  case, 
found  the  silver  inside.  It  was  pure  luck! 

Nineteen  pieces  of  silver  bearing 
Dousman  family  monograms,  including 
sterling  silver  and  silver-plated 
pitchers,  candlesticks  and  an  elegant  tea 
service,  were  handed  over  to  Douglas  at 
the  Prairie  du  Chien  Police  Department. 

The  pieces,  because  of  their  history,  are 
virtually  priceless.  After  evaluation, 
cataloging,  cleaning  and  repair,  they’ll  be 
back  on  display  at  Villa  Louis.  Despite 
their  tarnished  state,  they  should  clean  up 
nicely  and  hopefully  the  tea  service,  an 
ornate  set  made  in  the  1850s  by  E. 
Jaccard  of  St.  Louis,  will  b 
this  summer. 

These  are  Wisconsin’s 
treasures  and  need  to  be 
shared.  If  you  haven’t 
visited  this  historic 
landmark  recently,  plan  a 
trip  to  Prairie  du  Chien 
this  summer...

Sales  of  American  Eagle  Silver 
Bullion  Coins  Jumped  68%  in 
1998  — After  several  years  of 
declining  sales,  1998  American  Eagle 
Silver  Bullion  coin  sales  increased  68% 
to  4.27  million  ounces  compared  to  2.53 
million  ounces  in  1997,  according  to  the 
U.S.  Mint.  The  increase  in  sales  mirrors 
an  increase  in  sales  of  American  Eagle 
Gold  Bullion  coins  which  hit  their  highest 
level  in  11  years,  nearly  1.84  million 
ounces. 

Collecting  Trend  Sparks  Silver 
Collectibles  — It  seems  like  everyone 
these  days,  from  ages  2 to  102,  has 
caught  “collecting  fever.”  Searching  for 
the  newest  Beanie  Babies,  art  glass, 
miniature  die-cast  car  or  sterling  silver 
Christmas  ornament  is  a national  pastime.

Since  the  introduction  of  the  first  silver 
commemorative  ornament  in  1964, 
collections  have  been  appreciating  in 
value.  Ornaments  ideally  are  suited  to 
commemorate  any  occasion...  a child’s 
birth  or  first  Christmas,  wedding, 
anniversary  or  first  home.  Building  a 
collection  together  also  can  become  an 
affordable  family  hobby  to  be  passed  down 
to  future  generations.  There  are  many 
themes  to  choose,  from  traditional  holiday 
snowflakes  and  Santas  to  hearts,  toys  and 
turn-of-the-century  motifs. 

To  be  authentic  and  carry  the  highest 
value,  a sterling  ornament  must  be 
stamped  “.925”  or  “sterling”  with  the 
name  of  the  maker  and  the  year  of  issue, 
kept  in  its  original  box  and  accompanied 
by  the  certificate  of  authenticity. 

Silver  objects  have  been  collected  for 
centuries  because  of  their  beauty, 
sentiment  and  intrinsic  value.  It’s  easy  to 
start  or  add  to  an  existing  collection,  but 
remember,  a collection  is  personal,  an 
expression  of  its  owner,  so  consider  what 
the  recipient  may  already  own,  his  or  her 
interests  and  lifestyle. 


Enjoy  Your 
Flowers  Longer 

Tokyo  Aoki  of 
Japan  has 
developed  a silver 

ion  product  that  extends  the  life  of  cut 
flowers  by  reducing  the  bacteria  in  vases 
and  other  holders. 


Operation  Desert  Fox  wore  survival 
waistcoats  containing  a gun  and  10  gold 
Krugerrands,  each  worth  about  $120  for 
payment  to  local  people  for  shelter  and 
help.  A U.S.  military  spokesman  said 
that  gold  coins  have,  at  various  times, 
been  part  of  official  U.S.  military 
survival  packs  since  the  Vietnam  War. 

He  said  that  some  aviators  continue  to 
carry  them  in  case  their  aircraft  is 
downed. 


Flowers  wilt  and  die  because  bacteria 
clogs  the  cut  cross  section  of  the  flower 
stems,  blocking  water  to  the  stem  and 
petals.  The  silver  ions  released  in  the 
water  kill  this  bacteria  allowing  the 
flowers  to  last  longer.  Under  normal 
conditions,  cut  roses  start  to  wilt  after  2 
days,  but  Alpha  Dragon  extends  this 
period  to  about  10  days  without  having  to 
change  the  water.  The  powder,  which  uses 
aluminum  sulfate  as  the  main  ingredient, 
is  not  hazardous  to  people  or  animals  and 
will  not  contribute  to  environmental 
pollution. 

The  product  comes  in  two  varieties  --  one 
for  home  use  in  flower  vases  and  another 
for  commercial  use  by  florists.  The 
company  expects  to  produce  5 tons 
monthly  of  the  powder  which  has  a shelf 
life  of  3 months. 

Aviators  Carry  Gold  Coins 

Because  of  gold’s  universal  appeal  as  a 
storehouse  of  wealth,  aviators  from  Great 
Britain’s  18  Tornado  fighter  bombers  in 


Gold  and  Silver  Deposit  Found 
Off  Japanese  Coast  May  Be 
World’s  Largest 

A crater  in  an  undersea  volcano  off  Japan 
may  contain  the  world’s  largest  gold 
nugget  ever  found,  according  to  the 
journal  Science.  The  gold  content  is 
estimated  at  20  grams  per  ton,  40  times 
the  average  for  typical  land  deposits. 

Amid  steaming  chimneys,  the  30  acre 
caldera  holds  gold  and  silver  deposits  each 
worth  an  estimated  $2  billion. 

The  deposit  was  found  by  the  crew  of  a 3- 
person  research  submarine,  the  Shinkai 
2000,  in  4,000  feet  of  water  about  250 
miles  south  of  Tokyo.  The  discovery 
bolsters  belief  among  some  geologists  that 
precious  metal  deposits  on  land  are 
actually  remnants  of  ancient  volcanoes 
that  first  were  active  beneath  the  sea. 
From  an  economic  point  of  view,  the 
deposit  is  in  Japan’s  economic  zone, 
giving  it  exclusive  rights  to  mine  the 
previous  metal  contained  within. 


British  Royal  Mint’s 
New  Releases 


The  return  of  the  Province  of  Macau  to 
Chinese  sovereignty  will  take  place  in 
December.  In  celebration  of  the  Chinese 
lunar  calendar’s  “Year  of  the  Rabbit,” 
the  Monetary  Authority  of  Macau  - 
Autoridade  Monetaria  e Cambial  de  Macau 
has  authorized  the  Mint  to  strike 
commemorative  coins  of  various 
denominations  in  gold  and  silver  Proof. 
The  3-coin  set,  struck  in  22k  gold  frosted 
Proof,  contains  the  1,000  Patacas,  500 
Patacas  and  250  Patacas  and  has  a mintage 
of  only  2500  sets. 

The  Channel  Island  of  Guernsey 

marked  the  80th 
anniversary  of  the 
founding  of 
Britain’s  Royal  Air 
Force  with  both 
gold  & sterling 
silver  Proofs  being 
struck.  The 
Bailiwick  of 

Guernsey  is  part  of  the  Channel  Islands 
group,  located  only  a few  miles  from  the 


coast  of  France.  The  reverse  features  3 
aircraft:  two  Spitfires  of  Battle  of  Britain 
vintage,  accompanied  in  the  background 
by  a Spitfire  of  later  mark. 

British  Proof  Set  --  The  1999  United 
Kingdom  Proof  Set  offers  an  abundance  of 
excitement  to  collectors  as  it  includes  the 
enormously  popular  Diana,  Princess  of 
Wales  five  pounds  memorial  coin,  a new 
design  featured  on  the  2-pound  coin  and  a 
revived  reverse  on  the  1 pound  coin. 
Despite  the  inclusion  of  the  Diana 
commemorative,  and  the  fact  that  this 
will  be  the  last  Proof  Set  of  circulating 
coins  in  this  millennium,  the  impressive 
9-coin  set  is  limited  to  a mintage  of  only 
100,000  for  distribution  worldwide. 

Eddystone  Lighthouse 

The  waters  around  the  British  Isles  have 
always  been  a dangerous  place  for  the 
unwary  or  unfortunate  sailor.  From  the 
bonfires  of  the  past  to  the  technology  of 
today,  navigators  have  relied  on  the 
timely  warning  of  treacherous  rocks  and 
reefs.  The  Eddystone  Reef,  13  miles  from 
Plymouth,  claimed  countless  victims 
until  1698. 

It  was  in  that  year  that  London  merchant 
Henry  Winstanley  built  his  first  wooden 
lighthouse  on  the  rocks.  He  had  lost  a 
number  of  ships  and  knew  something  had 
to  be  done  to  improve  the  safety  of 
shipping.  Although  a remarkable 
achievement  for  the  time,  it  soon  became 
obvious  that  a much  stronger  structure 
was  needed  and  Winstanley  modified  it

extensively.  He  was  so  pleased  with  it 
that  he  claimed  he  would  like  to  be 
present  in  it  during  “the  greatest  storm 
there  ever  was”.  Ironically,  he  got  his 
wish!  1703  brought  the  greatest  storm 
in  recorded  history  to  southern  England. 
In  addition  to  inflicting  enormous  damage 
and  loss  of  life  on  the  south  coast 
generally,  the  Eddystone  Lighthouse  was 
totally  destroyed  and  Winstanley  was 
killed  as  he  slept. 

Winstanley  had  made  his  point,  however, 
and  the  people  of  Plymouth  demanded  a 
new  lighthouse  be  built.  The  third 
lighthouse  was  completed  in  1709  by 
John  Rudyerd,  a silk  merchant  from 
London.  Again  he  chose  wood  for  its 
construction,  but  based  his  design  on  that 
of  a ship.  Having  completed  it,  he 
disappeared,  never  to  be  heard  of  again. 
His  lighthouse  lived  on  for  46  years 
before  burning  down. 

Next  came  a tower  built  in  stone  by  an 
instrument  maker  from  Yorkshire,  John 
Smeaton.  Never  before  had  stone  been 
used  in  such  a situation  and  the  popular 
thinking  was  that  it  couldn’t  be  done. 


Smeaton  proved  it  could,  getting  the 
craftsmen  to  ‘dovetail’  the  tough  Cornish 
granite  for  added  strength.  Each  block, 
often  weighing  several  tons,  was  cut  and 
crafted  ashore,  then  ferried  out  to  the 
reef  and  hauled  into  position  by  lifting 
gear  and  cranes,  again  designed  by  the 
builder. 

First  illuminated  in  1759,  Smeaton’s 
Eddystone  Lighthouse  endured  until  the 
1870s.  Even  then  it  was  not  the 
structure  which  gave  in,  rather  the 
foundation  began  to  erode.  By  then  the 
tower  was  so  loved  that  it  was  dismantled 
stone  by  stone  and  removed  to  Plymouth 
Hoe,  where  it  stands  today  as  a monument 
to  one  of  the  greatest  engineering  feats  of 
all  time. 

The  5th  Eddystone  Lighthouse  still  stands 
today.  It  was  built  in  1882  by  Sir  James 
Douglass,  very  much  along  the  lines  of 
Smeaton’s  tower.  Eddystone  was 
automated  in  1982  and  there  is  no  longer 
a need  for  a lighthouse  keeper,  but  for 
300  years  the  Eddystone  has  stood  guard 
over  the  approaches  to  southwestern 
England  and  who  knows  how  many  lives  it 
might  have  saved  through  the  centuries. 

To  mark  the  300th  anniversary  of  the 
Eddystone  Lighthouse,  the  British  Royal 
Mint  has  struck  a magnificent  medal  in  3 
versions  --  9 ct.  gold,  toned  silver  and 
toned  bronze.
